The Chairman and Gentlemen, 


Mr, Chairman and Gentlemen, 


I present the Annual Report on the Health of the Urban District 
for the year 1971. 


Dr, Mary Sutcliffe retired on the 6th November, 1970 and I 
became your iiedical Officer in May, 1971. 


The main causes of death were diseases of the heart and circulation 
with 48 cases (38%), cancer 18 cases (1%) and vascular lesions of the nervous 
system 20 cases (16%). These three groups accounted for 68% of the total 
number of deaths, 


The total number of deaths for the year was 128, Of these 56 (43%) 
were aged 75 and over; 91 (71%) were aged 65 and over and 110 (86%) were 
aged 55 and over, 

I apologise for the lateness of this report but due to pressure of 
work at New Mills Health Department it has been impossible to get the information 
required until now, 

I am most grateful to the Chairmi:n and Members of the Health and 


Housing Committee, to the General Practitioners in the area and to the staff 
of the Health Department for their co-operation and support during the year,

Since 1954 the Registrar General has issued an "area comparability 
factor" for each County District and for the Country as a whole. The reason 
for this is to allow for the way in which the age and sex distribution of the 
local population differs from that for Ingland and Wales as a whole. 


Since 1957 the death rate area comparability factors have been 
adjusted to take into account the presence of residential institutions in 
the area, 


When the local crude birth and death rates are multiplied by the factor, 
they are comparable with the crude rate for England and Wales.

The onus of clearing premises of Rats and Mice still remains with the Occupier, 
The Urban District Council however employ a Rodent Operator under the control 
of the Public Health Inspector and a free service is provided for Private 
Dwellings. A Free Advisory Service for all premises is given and a chargeable 
control service is available for Business Premises. 
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MOLES 
In 1966 with the approval of the Council a service to deal with Moles was 
established, The service is designed basically as a service to Householders, 
A charge of 524p per hour is made including materials with a minimum charge 
of £1.05p. 

SANITARY CIRCUMSTANCES OF THE AREA 

WATER 
With the exception of 47 premises, mostly Agricultural outlying premises, all 
properties in the area are supplied by mains water. The mains water is 
supplied by the Stockport and District Water Board. The Water Board carry 
out a regular sampling of the main water supply for quality and purity, 

SE FRAGE 


This service is maintained by the Council's Surveyor's Staff, 


Prevention of River Pollution is the responsibility of the iwersey and Weaver 
River Board, 


SWIMMING BATHS 
There are no Public Swimaing Baths in the Urban District.

One hundred and twenty seven inspections were made under the Food Hygiene 
Regulations, It is only by continual inspections and the co-operation 
and vigilance of the Public and Food handlers in hygiene practices that 
safe food will be available,

KNACKER'S YARD 
The privately owned knacker yard was re-licensed during the year, These 


premises are visited annually by many students, being the only premises of 
their type in the area, 
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
